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THE BEST BOVINE WET-NURSE. 
By J. Allen Gilbert , Ph. D., M. D. 
Portland, Ore.

Whatever the causes, it would seem 
that artificial feeding of infants is be- 
coming more and more prevalent. 
Whether or not social customs and the 
advance of civilization are causing 
degeneration in the milk-producting 
function of the human animal would 
require aeeurate comparative  statis- 
ties for determination, which are hard 
to obtain. Some for mere convenience 
in social life deprive the child of its 
normal food supply because some phy- 
sician, either poorly informed or de- 
sirous of giving acceptable advice, has 
given his sanction to the opinion that 
artificial feeding is ‘‘just as good.’’ 
There can be no doubt that the milk 
of many mothers is unfit for food for 
the child, but this is not the rule. 
Where mother’s milk can be shown to 
be unfit it is mere indulgence of a sen- 
timent at the expense of rational ae- 
tion to continue the breast as the ex- 
clusive food for the child. Where the 
mother’s milk ean be shown to be 
normal and adapted to the wants of 
the child, it is mere selfishness to de- 
prive the child of its normal food 
supply. 

Whatever tends to deprive the hu- 
man mammary gland of its normal 
functioning subsequent to the period 
of pregnaney adds one more mite to 
the general tendeney towards the un- 
fitting of mothers for nursing their 
own offspring. The prevention of 
mammary seeretion slaps nature in the 
face and eventually heredity and nat- 
ural selection will give convincing re- 
sults. That mother who has a good 
flow of normal milk and deprives her 
child of its normal food is not doing 
her full duty by her child, to say the 
least. There are, however, conditions, 
other than mere milk supply, under 
which weaning of the child is the only 
rational procedure. Where social fune- 
tions, personal convenience, or other 
selfish motives crowd out the child’s 
wants, then to be sure artificial feed- 
ing is not only ‘‘just as good,’’ but a 
great deal better. When milk produe- 
tion is given second place a_ second 
class milk ean be expected. 

The flood of articles on ‘‘modifica- 
tion of cow’s milk,’’ ‘‘ percentage 





feeding,’’ ‘‘artificial foods,’’ and the 
like, bear ample evidence to the difii- 
culties encountered when the normal 
supply of food is for any reason de- 
serted. As is well known, there are 
many instances in which a Jersey cow 
is unable to suckle her own offspring. 
The methods of breeding her with but- 
ter always in views have rendered her 
unfit in many instances to suckle her 
own young. Is it not highly probable 
that even as methods of breeding have 
changed the function of the Jersey 
cow so social customs and the evolu- 
tion of the present type of human be- 
ing are to a certain degree responsible 
for the increase of artificial feeding? 
If by artificial means the Jersey cow 
has been so thoroughly diverted from 
her true function of mother to her 
ealf that she is at times unable to 
suckle her own young, is it not a fair 
inference that some artificial agency 
in the human animal is one cause at 
least of the present tendency toward 
artificial feeding? Artificial foods 
have been a God-send to the human 
race in so far as they have supplied 
food to the babe which has no natural 
food supply, but wherever they tend 
to displace a normal human milk they 
become a eurse instead of a blessing. 
Thev are but substitutes and substi- 
tutes are makeshifts. 

Disadvantages of a Wet-Nurse. 

(1) Expense. Only those for whom 
expense is a negligible element ean af- 
ford to hire a wet-nurse. However 
much a mother may desire to do the 
very best possible for her child in a 
large proportion of eases the expense 
incumbent upon engaging a wet-nurse 
forms an unsurmountable barrier. How- 
ever, where it is at all possible a good 
wet-nurse is the best substitute for 
mother’s milk. 


(2) Trouble. As a rule the average 
wet-nurse is not expected to do any- 
thing exeept furnish nourishment for 
the child. This not only adds another 
member to the family, requires another 
room and adds to other inconveniences 
which necessarily accompany the rear- 
ing of a child, but brings also a second 
baby into the house, which adds to the 
confusion by its erying. This is no 
small element, for usually the wet- 
nurse is resorted to as a means of sav- 
ing a child already weak, fretful and 
diffieult to eare for. Added confusion 
adds to the risk to the child. It is the 
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exception when the wet-nurse can be 
found who has lost her own child just 
at the time that she is needed. Hence 


she ‘must nurse both babies, or else 


wean her own for the sake of the wages 
offered her, which is in itself a ques 
tionable procedure. 

(3) Tyranny of the wet-nurse. The 
average professional wet-nurse has a 
tendency to be tyrannical, for she 


knows she has the family at her merey. 


The key to the situation is in her 
breast. In many instanees the life of 
the child is dependent upon her, and in 
order to keep her in good: humor other 
members of the household are more 
or less compelled to dance attendance 
upon her, This is at times a_ prolific 
source of discord and trouble. Fortu- 
nate, indeed, is the mother who can ob 
tain from among her personal friends a 
mother who is willing to come into the 
home and tide the ehild over a erisis 
in which the absence of a wet-nurse 
would mean death. 

1) Danger of disease in the wet- 
nurse. It is extremely difficult under 
all eireumstanees to determine the 
presence of syphilis, tubereulosis, or 
ther transmissible disease in a wet 
nurse, and henee one assumes more or 
less risk in engaging the services of a 
nurse. The searcity of suitable wet- 
nurses leave but little choice. 

(5) Modification of the milk by 
change of surroundings. Frequently a 


mother who has a bountecous supply ot 
find her milk fail- 


milk is chagrined tf 
ing when transferred to her new sur- 
tf the child she 
is to nurse. The nervousness which 


roundings in the home 


necessarily accompanies the change is 
sufficient to materially modify the milk 
supply, both as to quantity and qual- 
ity. Frequently the wet-nurse must be 
obtainable from the humbler walks of 
life, and being specially desirous. to 
have the wet-nurse give ‘‘good rich 
milk’’ the parents of the child will 
utterly change her diet, which was in 
all probability of the commonest kind 
previously. Digestion suffers and the 
very end desired is thwarted by the 
kindness heaped upon her. \s nearly 
as possible a wet-nurse should be con- 
tinued in exaetly the habits which 
she has been aecustomed. This is prae 
tically impossible. 

When the 


above ean be overcome then wet-nurs- 


objections enumerated 
ing is by far the preferable method, but 
when one ean not be sure of his ground 
and is compelled to install a wet 
nurse of doubtful charaeter and. effi- 
ciency such a procedure is laden with 
far more risk than to depend upon a 
good supply of cow’s milk. 

Qualities of a Good Wet-Nurse. 

1) Vigorous constitution. It is not 
always true that a robust individual al- 


ways gives good milk. However, other 
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things being equal, the chances of find- 
ing a good nourishing milk are better 
in a healthy, robust individual than in 
one whose vital forces are at a low ebb. 
This is in a certain sense self-evident. 

~) Good digestion. The eow has 
been aptly called a machine for turning 
food into milk. The essential to sueh 
i process is the ability to assimilate 
and tranustorm food into milk without

(4) Abundance of milk. This goes 
without saving. As a rule the wet- 
nurse continues to feed her own child

heen nursing four babies besides her 
own just previous to coming to the 
home for which T had engaged her. As 
svon as she had only two to feed in- 
stead of five the excess of milk had to 
he taken with a breast pump for a 
while to relieve the engorged breasts, 
but soon the supply adapted itself to 
the demands of two. She was an ideal 
wet-nurse so far as T could detect. 

(5) Easily digested and assimilated 
milk. Beeause a nurse gives plenty of 
milk is no sure sign that she will fill 
the requirements of her foster ehild. 
Milk and children differ. What is food 
for one may at times aet as a poison 
fo another. The best proof of a good 
or bad milk is the effeet on the ehild 
and henee, to a certain degree, the 
choice of a wet-nurse is experimental. 
Certain qualities, however, are indis- 
pensible to a good milk. 

(6) Phlegmatic temperament. Worry, 
temper and exeitement show their ef- 
feets in the quality and quantity of 


milk, and henee a quiet, easy-going 

{femperament is a decided advantage. 
(7) Freedom from disease or ten- 

dency to disease. 


defense, inasmueh as the nipple and the

milk are both capable of transmitting

(8) A good healthy child of her 
own. The best test of any food is its 
effect upon the consumer. The chances 
are in favor of a milk upon which one 
child is already thriving, though |it 
must not be forgotten that even 
though a mother’s own child thrives 
upon her milk a foster child may not 
do equally well. The personal equation 
of both nurse and child must be reck- 
oned with. When there is either men- 
tal or physiological antagonism between 
the two the best results cannot be ex- 
pected. 

(9) Good family history. The role 
played by heredity in the transmission 
of. disease makes it seareely necessary 
to argue that a nurse should, if possi- 
ble, be free from hereditary taint which 
would in any way render her liable to 
transmit either her disease or her con- 
stitutional tendeney to the child. 


Choice of Food. 

Where for any reason a wet-nurse 
eannot be obtained the choice of food 
for the child becomes a serious prob- 
lem. Some children ‘‘take to the bot- 
tle’? like a fish to water, but the diffi- 
culties to be met are so numerous that 
even the most rugged child ean profit 
by eareful and proper selection of food. 
The milk of the cow is the most- acces- 
sible and, everything considered, the 
most advisable substitute for human 
milk. Modification of the relative pro- 
portions of the various ingredients is 
were removed and th? remainder prep- 
usually attempted, with varying de- 
grees of accuracy, in ordér to render 
similar to human milk. 
However, it is generally recognized 
that exact quantitative equivalents do 
not produce the same quality of milk. 
This often seems to be an element sui 
generis, due to other elements than 
mere quantity. 


The milks of various breeds differ 
greatly from one another, both in quan- 
tity and quality. To the average indi- 
vidual milk is milk, and the only ques- 
tion asked is whether it is ‘‘rich 
milk.’’ Whenever cow’s milk ean be 
digested it is preferable to any form 
of artificial food, and henee ‘in the 
choice of a food for the child it is im- 
portant that the difference of breeds 
of eows he considered. 


Qualities of a Good Milk. 

Of the qualities enumerated and 
elaborated in an artiele published by 
me in the Medieal Reeord for October 
27, 06, the following qualities could 
be selected as essential to the feeding 
of infants: (1) Targe quantity, (2) 
Small fat globule, (3) Slow ereaming, 
(4) Easy remiscibility, (5) Slow churn 
ing, (6) Uniformity in size of fat 
globules, (7) Slow coagulation, (8) 
Easv absorption, (9) Good keeping 
qualities, (10) Cleanliness and purity, 


ecow’s) milk 
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(11) Phlegmatic temperament in the 
eow, (12) Healthy, rugged cow, (13) 
Freedom from disease germs. 

It will be seen that high per cent. of 
fat is omitted from the list. From 
the commercial standpoint a high per 
cenit. of fat is a necessary element, 
but where milk is intended for infant 
feeding a high per cent. of fat is a dis- 
advantage rather than an advantage. 
A milk with a high per cent of fat 
gives a relatively large fat globule, 
quick creamery, i. e., an unstable emnl- 
sion, quick churning, large variation 
in the size of the globules and diffi- 
eult absorption, as explained and dis- 
cussed in the article cited above. 


Choice of Cow. 

That breed of cows which most 
nearly represents the qualities neces- 
sary to a good wet-nurse and = gives 
milk most nearly in aecord with the 
qualities desirable in a milk to be used 
for infant feeding is, as a matter of 
course, the preferable food. In com- 
paring the main breeds of dairy cows, 
viz, Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire and 
Holstein ,consideration of the qualities 
of a good wet-nurse throws the advan- 
tage to the Holsteins. Their large 
- frame, vigorous constitution and good 
digestive powers, coupled with their 
phlegmatie temperament, give an ani- 
mal which at Jeast inspires confidence. 
The aim in breeding the Holsteins has 
been to get as much milk and beef as 
possible from the same animal, This 
insures a good physique and rugged 
constitution. In the Jerseys, where all 
else is sacrificed to a milk rich in fat, 
the breeding powers and general ro- 
bustness are not at all to be desired. 

In a general comparison of breeds 
the Wisconsin station decided in favor 
of the larger, hardier, more vigorous 
cows, and @ study of the characteristics 
of the various breeds leaves us with 
the conviction that no breed excels the 
Holstein in constitutional vigor. Their 
ealves are large at birth, almost always 
strong and thrifty, growing fast and 
fattening easily. 

‘‘At the Lynchburg Fair,’’ writes a 
friend, ‘‘there was a cattle man of 
long and large experience who was 
there in charge of a herd of Holsteins 
and Guernseys from Wilkesbarre, Pa. 
He said they had great trouble in rais- 
ing Guernsey calves, that they lost 
many, and that they were ‘dull and 
feeble’ until they quit giving them any 
(uernsey milk and gave them Holstein 
milk, Ife says they do well on Hol- 
stein milk, growing rapidly, and are 
Strong and thrifty. The Guernsey 
‘calves he had with him were vigorous 
and healthy ealves.’? Such claims for 
the Holsteins are numerous. Here is 
toom for experiment. 

The high mortality and poor breeding 
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qualities in general of the Jerseys puts 
a serious handicap on the breed. The 
general nervous characteristies of the 
Jerseys, specially manifest in the 
Viciousness of bulls, as well as in the 
nervous temperament of the cows, adds 
an equally serious objection to the use 
of their milk as food for infants. 

Guernseys most nearly resemble the 
Jerseys. They are somewhat larger, 
stronger boned and a little coarser in 
appearance. 

Ayrshires show a still farther de- 
parture from the Jersey type, though 
in many respects their resemblance to 
the Jersey is marked. They are of 
medium size. They, too, are of rather 


high - strung, nervous temperament,

globule, Guernseys next, . Ayrshires 
third, and Holsteins the smallest. 

In fact, the Holstein milk meets 
every requirement of a ‘‘good milk’’ 
except in the one respect of a high per 
cent. of fat, and where the feeding of 
infants or invalids is the point at issue 
au high per cent. of fat is a disadvan- 
tage, as pointed out by me in the ar- 
ticle cited above. Beach, of Storrs, 
Conn., has shown that a milk poor in 
fat is better for the young growing 
animal than a milk rich in fat. If his 
results are to be aceepted not only do 
young growing animals thrive better 
on a milk poor in fat, but they build

In a consideration of the qualities

Holstein milk most nearly meets the 
requirements indicated. Its small and 
even-sized fat globule insures a_ stable 
emulsion, slow creamery, easy remisei- 
wl ease of ab- 


bility, slow churning, a 
sorption, all of which are important 
elements in a milk subjeet to the dis- 
advantages which surround the retail 
milk trade. A milk with large fat 
globules, i. e., the Jersey, churns easily, 
and frequently globules of butter can 
be found in a Jersey milk delivered at 
the door. A large fat globule also 
enuses cream to rise quickly and makes

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN AWARDS AT 
THE NEW YORK STATE FAIR. 
The exhibit of Holsteins at New 

York State Fair (Syracuse, September 

9-14) was unusually good, notwith- 

standing the fact that none of the near- 

by herds was represented. 

When it is considered that Syracuse, 
the great central city of the Empire 
State, is noted also as the center of 
ILolstein-Friesian interests, and is sur- 
rounded by well-known breeding estab- 
lishments, it seems quite remarkable 
that there should have been no local 
exhibitors of Holsteins in the cattle 
show. 

The prominence of such herds as 
those owned: by The Stevens Bros.- 
Hastings Co., H. A. Moyer, Wing R. 
Smith, E, A. Powell and others of like 
reputation would have warranted the 
expectation of seeing them represented 
in the show ring, and it is diffieult to 
understand why they were not thus 
represented, 

Perhaps the foilowing resolutions, 
Which were passed by the cattle breed- 
ers at the close of the fair, may throw 
some light on this point: 

We, the undersigned, exhibitors of 
cattle at the New York State Fair, al- 
though the prizes on cattle have been 
increased this year, feel that our ex- 
hibit eould be greatly inereased to the 
mutual advantage of all, and we re- 
spectfully call the attention of the 
Commission to the prize lists of State 
fairs as follows: 

Ilinois—Cash prizes, $1850; cost of 
eost of stalls (each), $2; 
cost of feed, market. 

Broekton, Mass.—Cash prizes, $1000; 
cost of entry, $5 per head; cost of stalls 
(cach), free; cost of feed, free. 

Indiana—Cash prizes, 3087; cost of

Michigan—Cash prices, $2010; cost 
of entry, $3; cost of stalls (each), 
50c.; cost of feed, market. 

New York—Cash prizes, $612.50; cost 
of entry, $167.50 (for two entries in 
each class); cost of feed, straw, $20 
a ton. 

As our fair should be the best and 
greatest in the United States and 
should rank not sixth or seventh, but 
first, we suggest that the entry fee of 
10 per cent. be dropped and a stall rené 
of $1 per head be charged, and that 
bedding be furnished at a reasonable 
price. We believe that the date of 
this fair should be so fixed that at least 
it be in a circuit of three other large 
fairs. In our opinion these changes 
are the only things that will ever bring 
this fair to an equal of other large 
fairs.
